COLUMBUS, Dec. 23 — (UP)— 


Ohio was assured today of $68,- 
000,000 for government operation 
in 1937 after the "lame duck" sen- 
ate, in a driving finish, passed the 
administration's entire tax pro- 
gram. 


The program included the hotly- 


debated $50,000,000 sales tax bill, 
bitterly fought by school officials 
and a "bloc" led by Senator James 
Metzenbaum, D., Cuyahoga. 


Shortly after the senate con- 


vened yesterday, however, opposi- 
tion collapsed. When the vote waa 
taken, only six senators opposed 


I; the measure while 18 cast favor- 


able ballots. 


Orders Follow Quickly 


Other measures in the program 


were'adopted hi urtbrt c*uei*fffttfr 
the sales tax bill was disposed of. 
These were the "use" tax, designed 
to raise $500,000, passed 23 to 0; 
the liquid fuel tax $10,000,000, 24 
to 1; the cigaret tax, $6,000,000 
23 to 0 and the admission tax, $1,- 
500,000, 21 to 0. 


Even up to a few minutes before 


the house convened to consider the 
program it was felt that serious 
opposition might develop. In a 
meeting of the taxation committee 
just prior to tne session, Senators 
Herner and John A. Lloyd, R., 
Portsmouth, expressed indignation 
to what they termed an effort by 
the house to force the senate to 
accept the bill without giving them 
a chance to make amendments. 


Committee chairman Keith Law- 


rence, D., Cleveland, had previous- 
ly announced to the committtee 
that House Speaker J. Freer Bit- 
tinger "told me positively he would 
not recall the house to concur in 
any minor amendments.

Merry-Go-Round

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EMPLOYERS DEFYING SECURITY 


TiTfASHINGTON—A few days ago the 
*^ Social Security Board announced that 
more than 21,000,000 workers had regis- 
tered for old-age pensions. Its statement 
painted a very rosy picture. 


The real significance of the press re- 


lease, however, was not what it revealed 
but what it did not reveal: The workers 
signed up, but a large number of employ- 
ers did not. 


Closely concealed by the Board is the 


fact that more than 10 per cent of the 
employers are defying the law. Of the 2,- 
200,000 who returned their blanks, 350,- 
000 refused to comply with the require- 
ments. 


Some merely wrote in their names and 


addresses. Others did not even do this 
much, simply scrawled across the blank, 
"no information." Many employers refu- 
sed to accept the forms, handing them back 
to the postmen. 


Just what will be done about these re- 


calciti-ants is still undecided. 


UNCERTAIN PROSECUTION 


The Social Security Board itself has no 


enforcement powers. Under the law the 
Treasury has the responsibility of collect- 
ing the old-age pension tax. 
Employers 


who fail to pay become subject to penalty 
for violation of the tax laws. 


But the Treasury has not yet made up 


its mind how far it will go against the non- 
tax payers. 


Secretary Henry Morgenthau's record 


proves him to be a hard-boiled collector of 
every cent due the Government. In the 
two years he has been in office more back 
taxes have been collected than under any 
of his predecessors. But the constitutional- 
ity of the social security law is still an un- 
decided issue. 


Remembering its said experience with 


the AAA processing taxes, which the Su- 
preme Court ruled illegal, the Treasury is 
reluctant to resort to force. It wants to 
wait and see what the Court does about 
the act. 


Should it hold the law invalid that 


would end the matter. On the other hand, 
should the act be upheld, the Treasury is 
confident it would have no trouble collect- 
ing the tax from every employer who owes 
it.
